(This Paper, February 16, 
On a beautiful lawn at the entrance 


of Nuuanu valley, overlooking tJris 
city, the harbor and ocean' beyond, 
stands 'the Royal Mausoleum, erected 
by the Hawaiian Government 
resting place of the remains'' 
Royal Family of Hawaii and a^ear of 
their greatest benefactors. &,. ifjwllt 
in the Gothic style of arcbltectttf4 Of 
concrete stone, with the lawn tend} 
somely laid out with walks and stuade* 
with trees, the whole presenting from 
the avenue an attractive appearance. 


A short distance to the left of the 


building is a vault, constructed mainly 
under ground, which has been named 
"The Kamehameha Tomb." It was 
built some six or eight years ago, as 
it became necessary to provide some 
other place for the increasing number 
of coffins which had nearly flHe$ toe 
main building. A portion of 3e$ cof- 
fins have been transferred to this^arge 
and, spacious tomb, ib.ua relier.^ the 
:tna£a building, so that space is *-Sow 
provided for all the requirements of 
many years to come. Prior to *he 
transfer of the remains of the kings to 
the present mausoleum, they were kept 
in a temporary mausoleum in the pal- 
ace yard. In bold contrast with that 
rude structure, it is a credit to the na- 
tion that such a building has been 
erected for the purpose, and it will ever 
remain an ornament to the city, as 
long as it stands. Few people are 
aware how many coffins are deposited 
here Including that of our late King 
Kalakaua, they number fifty. The fol- 
lowing may not be a complete list of 
all whose remains are in the Rossi 
Mausoleum, as the information ha* 
been obtained from several sonrcesv 
nor have the dates when they died, 
been ascertained.

REBELS SHORT ON CARTRIDGES 


Sharpshooters Yet at Work-Char 


leston and Concord-Taking 


Another Island.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—A cable to the 


Sun dated Manila, February 28th, 6 p 
m., says: The Insurgents in the neigh- 
borhood of Manila are believed to be 
running short of ammunition, as their 
firing by night foas been considerably 
slackened. The American troops are 
under orders never to take? the initia- 
tive and to reply to the insurgents only 
when their firing becomes unusually 
active. There -has been, a recent im- 
provement in the American trenches 
all around the line, making them 
practically impregnable.

Gen. Rio'3, on behalf of the Spanish 
Government, offered Aguinaldo half a 
million dollars for the release of the 
Spanish prisoners, tout it was epurned 
and seven millions demanded. 


MANILA, Feb. 28, 4:35 p. m.—There 
has been the usual desultory firing

Grouped about the entrance to the 


room, -where reposed the remains of 
Princess Kaiulani, were men with the 
raufe of petty, chiefs. About their 
stacks they wore the cape of vari-eol- 
ored-leathers, the insignia of their 
rank. With, them stood two officers 
of the. National Guard, Capt. Chfla. Wil- 
«oz and Lieut. G. Rose, who directed 
the people into #he proper apartments. 


In the front room of the house, lead- 


Ing from the. veranda and facing the 
sea, ;waa fh» bier on which lay .the re- 
mains,' Spread upon the bier, which 
was raised about three feet above tie 
^polijaiel floor,; was fir paia of thick vel- 
vet, royal purple. On the sides of this 
pail, worked in gold,. were the coat of 


'. arms of the dead Princess. Over this 
jaU was spread a shroud of whit« 
-satin. Upon this shroud in a robe, of 
whitest satin and chiffon, reposed in 
T>eace the dead Kaiulani. Calm and 
peaceful, as natural as one may be 
with the touch of death, upon Iher, She 
lay. 
Scattered about her upon the. dais 


were orchid and orange 'blossoms- of 
jmre white.

On each side of the catafalque stood 


:four retainers; Every two 'hottf a they 
wereTreplaeed tty others.! 


-son, tfcey waved above their dead mis- 
tress the royal kahilis. Dressed in 
-somber black, with their insignias 
about them, they stood mutely and 
-steadfastly. 


At the bead stood Col. Soper, Maj 
Potter, Maj. Pratt and Capt. Garten- 
berg, in full regalia of the military of 
the country, the Guard of Honor. 


At the head and ;oot of the bier were 


feather capes, one of the -marks of 
rank amongst .the Hawallans. These 
capes are made of small golden-colored 
feathers. The feathers are each less 
than half an inch In length and are 
fastened to a groundwork of fine net, 
so as to resemble the richest of yellow 
satin. 


In the room of the dead were placed 
In artistic arrangement eight .large 
regal .kahilis. These are large feathsr 
cylinders, about three feet In length 
and one foot in diameter. 
They are 


made of most beautiful and costly 
leathers of all shades, black, white, 
scarlet, gray, yellow and others. These 
are peculiarly royal insignia. They 
top poles several feet in length. 
The decorations of the room itvere 


draped with black. Near the entrance 
was placed a-large portrait in colors of 
Kaiulani, which was crowned with a 
lei of royal yellow and draped with 
•crepe. 


Two crowns of flowers stood on cush- 


ions, Which were placed on two- tables 
at the head'of the bier. These crowns 
are of white carnations and maile and 
illma, the royal 
flower,

Out from the darkened room of death 


the silent ushers lead. Tbe adjoining 
room is also darkened and heavy with 
the ecent of flowers.

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TREATY OF PARIS. 


1899. 


The refusal of the Spanish Cortez 


to ratify the treaty of Paris may cause 
some em-tarrassmeint, "but it will be 
finailly ratified. 
The government at 


Washington has kept the contingency 
of a failure to ratify well in view, and 
the.warships are ready for service. . If 
Spain had any well equipped warships, 
she could annoy American commerce, 
tout if she aid, It -would provoke active 
hostilities. If the Cortez persists in 
refusing to ratify, the United States 
will continue in possession of the con- 
quered lands, and pursue her present 
policy, without consulting the Span- 
iards. But the $20,000,000 due under 
the treaty, If ratified, wart be withheld. 
The Spanish government Trill find a 
•way to secure.. ratification. No doubt 
tin© strong opposition to the treaty in 
our own Senate has misled mamy of 
the Spanish politicians, and they may 
hope to get 'better terms. 


THE 
AMOUNT OF CASH. 


The amount ol coin, or notes con- 


vertable into coin in a country or a 
community, la an important factor in 
commercial affairs; especially during 
those periods, .and they come with 
alarming frequency, when there is a 
general want of confidence in values, 
and there is a general scramble for 
coin, or notes convertible into coin. 
Bank, exchanges to the extent of a 
Broindred • millions of dollars in a day, 
and the payments in trade amounting 
to the same sums, are made when con- 
fidence exists through 
credits and 


cheques, without the need of more 
than a small amount of money. It 
ds during the periods of a general 
want of etrafidence that credit and 
cneques are abandoned, and the fright- 
ened owners of securities call for cash 
only. 'In several financial -panics, there 
Shave been short periods during which 
money could not 'be borrowed on the 
securities of the 'bonds of the United 
States, -because the holders of money 
either needed it, or could use it to 
better advantage in the purchase of 
depressed securities. 


In the great financial centres of the 


United States and Europe, the finan- 
cial conditions and securities of one 
coon-try are so well understood- now in 
other countries and the mean» of 
transferring money iby telegraph or 
vessel are so extensive that a pressing 
demand for money in one country is 
instantly met by a supply from other 
countries. 


Isolated as -we are in these Islands 


one of the dangers Is, that in a panicky 
market, tha amount of money avail- 
able for bamking purposes may be a 
matter of the highest importance, and 
therefore, as a matter of precaution, 
tt should be known. 


It should also be .kept well in mind 


that fcy far the largest part of the agri- 
cultural and industrial interests on the 


are not owned by corpora- 


tions, and are not represented by 
shares of stock which are bought and 
sold. On the otlher hand: the chief in- 
dustry of these Islands is mainly rep- 
resented by shares of stock in corpor- 
ations, and, as is usual under such 
conditions, will be the basis of loans, 
and 'loans are vitally affected by the 
amount of money in circulation or at 
commauid. On the 'Mainland, in a fin- 
ancial panic, the value of farms and 
industrial plants are not generally af- 
fected. But stocks and bonds, which 
are Involved in risks, are quicklv af- 
fected owing to the :arge amount of 
money loaned on them. The contrac- 
tion of these loans. undpr a mistrust 
of the value of tli-e sr-curitlf--*. precipi- 
tates a rapid decline in 


As the dealings in the su^-ar stocks 


is deducted from M.n.Bter Damon's es- 
timates of neany *5,WO,OOU, t'here la, 
in round numbers, $3,000,000 yet to be 
accounted for. Where ia u? If it is 
hoarded, it will remain hoarded. What 
then, are toe reasons lor believing that 
the casth in the Islands JB more 'than 
double the amount of the visible cash? 
How muda of it ihas gone to Asia? 
Shall we do our finances on an un- 
snown factor? 


Owing to our situation and condi- 


tions, our financiering has oeen, here- 
torore, ol .the "rural" order. It was 
amply sufficient <for our needs. 


But we are now at a period of trans- 


formation. We are adopting the com- 
plicated financial methods of the great 
commercial world. But, unlike the 
permanently prosperous coutrles, w« 
are "banking" and financiering mainly 
on legislative assets which all experi- 
ence shows cannot be regarded as the 
very best foundation for permanent 
prosperity. The production of wheat,. 
tor instance, is independent of legisto-' 
live influence. But -the sugar markets of 
the United Staites will be more or less 
affected by legislation which deter- 
mines wlnether Cuban and Philippine 
sugars stall or shall not be free. 


Therefore, for the •purpose of educat- 


.ng ourselves so as to appreciate the 
changing conditions, ijhese economic 
questions should be studied. 


•In the matter of cash resources, 


there may 'be enough money in the 
Islands for even extraordinary needs, 
and there may not be enough. Before 
we can draw conclusions, the facts 
should Oe ascertained. We have pre- 
sented data whdch appears to be re- 
liable, lut it only shows a remarkable 
discrepancy between the visible east 
and the estimates of the amount of 
the invisible cash made by a 'high au- 
thority.

No Christian faith, however ex- 
alted, could maike a mother smile when 
She realized that her -wayward and 
dead son was plunging into the burn- 
ing lake.

But -the -theory of amusement is still 


crude, 'because the knowledge of psy- 
chology is still crude. Education in the 
art of amusement is yet in the A. B, C.

the Secretary of the Treasury,, and 
pending the appeal the persons mafe-.

The law governing these oases Is as' 


follows: 


"In every case where an alien is 


excluded from, admission into the 
Undted States under any law or treaty 
now existing or hereafter made, <the' 
decision of the appropriate immigra- 
tion or customs officers, df adverse to 
the admission of such alien, shall be., 
final, unless reversed on appeal to the 
Secretary of the Treasury." 


Approved August 18, 
It was said at the time of their ar- 


rival here, that access to tihe names 
of many Chinese, in the possession of 
the authorities, whoever the author- 
ities were, and access to .many of the 
Chinese themselves with return ;per- 
mits, was forbidden. This Is a fact 
of which we have (no positive proof.; 


If these returning Chinamen were 


forbidden facilities to protect -their, 
rights, by an appeal to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, It was an act of gross 
injustice. It is hardly to.be presumed" 
tihat theseChinese with liberty, proper-' 
ty and the right to reside here -with 
their families, all at stake would return 
to China, without some effort to avoid 
such a distressing event. We do not 
know whether the officials, who drove 
bhem .hack to China informed them of 
this right of appeal,, and, further, in- 
formed tihem that as a mattter of 
course, they could remain here until 
the appeal was decided by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The report cur- 
rent at the time was that they were 
left in ignorance of their rights, and 
as one humane -woman said it had 
"the touch of the Dreyfus trial about 
It," in driving them back to Chinaj 


The Federal law of 1894, providing 


for an appeal, declares that if the ex- 
clusion is made, under "any law or 
treaty now existing or ' hereafter 
made," tfeen an appeal may be made. 
The rig-M of appeal to the Secretary 
is given, therefore, from any decision 
made under the annexation act. 


If these unfortunate people were sent 


back, because they did not knew of 
this explicit right to appeal, or if sent 
back, because they were unable to 
make the appeal, for want of means, 
it was an act of'injustice for which 
the community is morally responsible. 
When a person charged witlh crime 
tells the Court he has.no means tor 
paying lawyers, the Court directs some 
I'wyer to defend him, and ihis service? 
are gratuitous. 


Aside from the evidence of Current 


report, wnich is as reliable as tihe evi- 
d«nce of .tihe usual , current reports 
which men believe, there is something 
singular in the way tihose Chinamen 
were driven back on the Coptic, when 
they had the right of appeal, and the 
right co-existing -with it to remain un- 
til -the appeal was heard. One of these 
returning men witih a regular permit 
was a resident -of Maui with his wife 
and child.

Of this company 
he was elected first lieutenant, with 
Geo. F. McLeod second lieutenant and 
the late "Billy" Aldrich captain; Fish- 
er and Aldrien could not agree. For 
one thing Aldrich wanted sixteen 
drummers for the company and Fisher 
.thought four would be quite sufficient. 
Fisher resigned .his commission and 
enlisted as a private. He Had risen to 
be a corporal when he secured a dis- 
charge on account of sickness.

Affair of Saturday. 


Clal;n« H« is a Capable Man and 


Th»r* Was no Danger-Or- 


ders-Depth of Water. 


Following is a tranblation of the 


statement of the Hawallans concerned 
in tbe canoeing mishap of Saturday 
last: 


Qn Saturday afternoon last I was 


called by the \shite man in charge of 
the Hawaiian Hotel at Waikiki, to 
take a party out surf-riding in a canoe 
The party consisted of two men, one 
lady and a young girl of 12 or 13 years 
of age. The surf was quite heavy and 
the wind blowing quite strong so my- 
self and helper, one Kumukafii, took 
the inside line o* breakers where the 
surf was only moderately high. One oj 
the men, the largest sized one, said 
that he wanted to take tbe larger 
breakers outside, but I objected be- 
cause they were too large and from 
the further fact that there were wo- 
men in the canoe, for 1 did not think 
a prudent to take tbe heavy breakers, 
tearing a "swamp" might result. 


Tbe large man insisted upon going 


out further and I did so. On account 
of the strong wind blowing we found 
it difficult to turn the canoe around 
shoreward, and the breaker taking us 
before we were pointed right, threw 
the canoe sideways, burying the out- 
rigger down and striking the reef, 
which immediately broke the outrig- 
ger short off when the canoe at once 
turned over. 
This all took place on 
the abua 


<shoal) where it was not over 4% to 5 
feet deep, and not 25 feet deep as stat- 
,ed by the «entleman in tjie newspaper 
interview. If the water had been 25 
ieet deep at that point how was it pos- 
sible for the outrigger to strike bot- 
tom and trfose who are familiar with 
canoeing in the surf know that an out- 
rigger could not break off excepting 
from striking against the bottom 


Immediately upon capsizing 
the 


young girl was taken hold oft and was 
borne to the short by my helpmate, 
Knmukahi, while I remained to bring 
m the canoe. I then set to work to 
right the canoe, but the party were so 
frightened that I could not get them to 
let go of It, although I told them that 
they could touch bottom, as it was not 
over their heads. I don't fenow how 
the gentleman could make the state- 
ment that it was 25 feet deep. It was 
dead tow iide at the time (half past 3 
p. m.) as can be seen by reference to 
the tide records, and was not high 
water, as stated by him in the inter- 
view. 
He •further states that he was in- 


formed that I am not a competent man 
in the managing of a canoe in the surf, 
and seeks to detract from, my reputa- 
tion as an expert at this business 
I
